An  informal  eonveution  of  delegates, 
representing  the  letter  carriers  employed 
in  the  eecond-cUe*  Poet  Offices  of  this 
.State,  w-a*  held  in  Library  Hail,  Orange, 
last  Friday  afternoon.  Twenty -two 
delegate*  were  present  representing 
eleven  cities,  including  the  Bloomfield 
fetter  carriers.  The  meeting  was  called 
to  order  by  E.  H.  Whiting,  of  Branch 
$44  of  Letter  Carriers,  which  includes 
Orange  and  East  Orange.  F.  I*.  Pierex, 
of  Branch  WH  Hoboken,  was  made  per¬ 
manent  chairman  and  John  J.  Coen,  of 
Branch  344.  was  made  secretary. 

Speeches  were  made  by  Walter  P.  El¬ 
lis,  of  Camden,  the  nergeant-aLarms  of 
the  National  Associatitoi  of  Letter  Car¬ 
rier*.  and  William  Harkins,  Assistant 
Postmaster  of  New  Brunswick.  It  was 
agreed  to  form  a  permanent  organiza¬ 
tion  and  to  meet  at  Elizabeth  on  Decor- 
ation  ihty  for  that  purpose.  The  idea 
of  forming  an  organization  such  as  it  ia 
intended  to  do  is  for  the  purpose  of  ad 
vanciag  the  interests  of  all  fetter  car¬ 
riers  of  second-class  offices  and  to  make 
an  effort  to  secure  for  such  men  the 
same  pay  that  is  given  the  carriers  of 
the  firxt-class  office*,  who  are  now  paid 
yi.UUU,  while  tlie  second-class  office  car¬ 
rier*  receive  only  $850. 

The  second-class  office  carriers  will 
fight  for  this  equalization  aud  will  bring 
the  matter  to  tlie  attention  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  convention  of  letter  carriers 
which  will  tie  held  at  San  Francisco  the 
first  week  in  September.
